Seeks responsibility, will henceforth wind up his career as Wil- 
son has done— a physical wreck. The only hope for future in- 
cumbents of the office is either to go back to the old clays where 
all responsibility for the initiation of legislation was shirked or, 
if there is to be no turning back by future presidents, then to se- 
cure the creation of new agencies to aid the chief administrative 
officer to shift a large part of a burden which is too diverse and 
too strenuous for ten men to perform. 


The president who succeeds Wilson next March will have a 


burden of incalculable difficulties and overpowering problems to 
face. 
Questions involving foreign as well as domestic policy of 


the toughest and most slippery variety will meet him at every 
angle. 
The arrangement of a peace not alone with Germany, 


but with all of Europe will be one of the earliest and most press- 
ing of these problems. We are no longer in debt to Europe. We 
are a creditor power for the first time in our history arrd endless 
jealousies and handicaps in formulating a foreign policy will 
issue out of that new condition. 


The Mexican muss is still to be straightened out and think- 


ing men are dubious in regard to the outcome if the wishes of 
the ruling Republican cabal are carried out. If, as they wish, 
it will be intervention, then look out for another war debt rival- 
ling the present one and which will still further bend the shoul- 
ders of the nation under its staggering weight 


Our new president will ?Jso fall heir to a political and fiscal 


organization which is creaking under its own weight and which 
is about to go to sticks. The old mechanism which seemed to 
have adequately solved the problem of production, now that we 
need production as we never needed it before, is about to go on 
the rocks. Industry, at this critical hour can neither obtain the 
necessary capital nor labor to execute its huge task and its fail- 
ure is causing uglv social and industrial sores to break out 
which, if not 50011 healed may become chronic and cause us 
infinite trouble. 


These are only a few of the stupendous problems which 


await the next chief executive, but they are enough to show the 
stupendous burden he will have to bear.
